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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments are not fully persuasive. 
The general teaching in Maroldo et al. to conduct Patentees' process "on larger or smaller beads" is considered to continue to read upon 
Applicants' claimed particle diameter range of 1 to 200 micrometers. The Examiner recognizes the criticality between the claimed 
invention and that of Ambersorb 572, which is disclosed in Zoeller et al However, because Maroldo et al. do not specifically disclose 
Ambersorb 572, Applicants' comparative data does not show crititcality between the claimed invention and this reference. Applicants have 
not shown that Patentees* particles (i.e., the particles of Maroldo et al.) having a particle size diameter comparable to that instantly claimed 
would exhibit fluidization inferior to that of the claimed invention. 

For these reasons, Applicants' arguments are not persuasive, and the rejections of record are maintained. Claims 1-40 are pending in this 
application, with claims 9-12 and 16-40 withdrawn from consideration, and claims 1-8 and 13-15 remaining rejected. 
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
